AT TROY. 


"Little Bob" UatUeld 
Fately Shot by 
Constable John Devlue. 
On Tuesday last about noon, at 
Troy 
camp, 
Robert 
H. Hatfield 
was 
shot 
and 
killed 
by 
John 
Dovino, a constablo at that placo 
It appears 
that 
a warrant 
had 
been sworn out for Hatfield charg- 
ing him with threatening 
to kill 
his 
wifo and 
other 
parties, 
and 
ho stated that bo would not be ar 
rested. 
Tho 
constable sent 
two 
mon to ask him to submit to arrest 
without 
troublo, but 
bo still 
in- 
sisted that ho 
would 
not 
bo 
ar- 
rested, and mado 
more threats of 
shooting any ono 
who 
attempted 
to arrest him. 
Constablo 
Dovino 
thon went to mako tho arrest him 
self, and Hatfield 
resistod. saying 
something about getting 
his gun, 
and stated 
towards 
his 
houso ap- 
parently to carry 
out hii threats, 
when Dovino 
commanded 
him to 
stop, shooting over his hoad twice, 
but Hattiold 
did 
not stop, and 
wbon nearly at the door tho ollicer 
shot 
again, 
tho 
bullet 
striking 
Hatfield at tho loft shoulder blado 
and passing 
through 
tho body 
just over 
tho 
heart. 
Ho 
lived 
until 
about four o'clock 
in 
tho 
aftornoon. 
Tho 
shooting 
oc 
curred 
in tho 
presence of 
Mrs. 
Hatfield, 
who 
was 
nearly 
pros- 
trated by the event. 
A 
coroner's 
jury 
oxonoratod 
Dovino. 
Mr. Hatfield 
was 
27 years 
old 
was born in Pinevillo, Ky,. and it 
is said that ho 
is tbo last one of 
tho Hatfield 
family, 
who a few 
years 
ago 
become notorious 
throughout tho country on account 
of a feud 
with tbo 
McCo3's, 
in 
Keutucky, in which 
both families 
wero almost exterminated.

and bears evidence of Mr. Smith's 
great desire to covor all essential 
points. 
Tho 
second 
section 
provides 
that not sooner than thirty 
days 
and 
not lator than 
ninety

after tho passage of tho bill, tho 
governor 
of tho 
territory 
shall 
issue 
a 
proclamation 
ordorng 
a 
constitutional 
convention. 
There 
aro to 
bo 
thirty-si- x 
delegates in 
all, each county 
having 
tho samo 
representation, 
that it now has iff 
both branches of tho territorial leg 
islature. 
Thus tho largest county, 
Maricopa, will bavo fivo delegates, 
while 
no 
county 
will have 
less 
than two. 
Six month's 
rcsidenco 
in 
tho 
territory 
is 
to 
qualify 
citizens 
to 
vote 
for 
dolegates 
Tho 
samo 
qualifications 
will on 
titlo 
citizens 
to vote 
on tho ad' 
option of tho constitution, 
subject 
to tho rules and regulations 
for- 
mulated 
by 
the 
constitutional 
convention. 
Tho third section provides that 
tho delegates elected aro to meet 
at tho capitol on tho second Mon- 
day after their 
election, 
and tho 
convention 
after organization and 
adoption of tho constitution

form a constitution and stato gov- 
ernment. 
Tho 
convention 
is

quired to provido

Upon the whole, Mr. Smith is to
